While the Flyers were hosting Buffalo last Saturday before the customary 17,077, 
the Firebirds were playing the Maine Mariners at the Civic Center before 8,018 
spectators. That’s a total of 25,095 fans who saw the games in Philadelphia that 
night, a record for the Delaware Valley area. . .. Many hockey observers claim 
the greatest hockey team in the history of the NHL was the Montreal Canadiens’ 
team that won five consecutive Stanley Cups between 1956 and 1960. Jacques 
Plante, the Flyers’ goaltending coach, was the Canadiens’ netminder during 
that period. Plante won the Vezina Trophy all five years with averages of 1.86, 
2.02, 2.11, 2.18 and 2.54. If Plante had been hurt in a game, he would have been 
replaced by Jacques Beauchamp, who was the Canadiens’ practice goal- 
tender and hockey writer for the Montreal Journal. “I thought | was going to 
play a couple of times but that Plante just wouldn’t come out,” said Beauchamp, 
. who now is editor-in-chief of the Philadelphia Journal. “‘He was a great goal- 
tender.” Plante and Beauchamp shared numerous Stanley Cup thrills during 
their careers. They would like nothing more than adding Philadelphia to their 
list of Stanley Cups. .. . The stork will be visiting the Tom Bladons, Wayne 
Stehpensons, Paul Holmgrens and Bobby Taylors shortly. . . . While the Flyers 
are on their four-game road trip, rookie Kevin McCarthy will be working his way 
back from a sprained right knee. He hopes to return before the regular season 
ends on April 9 against Minnesota.

Quinn Not Standing Pat 


The last place Pat Quinn expected to find himself 
that Sunday night was behind the bench coaching the 
Flyers. True, the team was only playing Colorado, not 
one of the NHL’s better teams. But the Rockies had 
already beaten the Flyers once during the year and in 
the stretch drive to try and overtake the Islanders, every 
game was important. 

“| had butterflies but | always have butterflies before 
a game, even when I’m up in the press box,” said Quinn, 
who replaced the late Barry Ashbee as the Flyers’ de- 
fensive coach this season. 

“It’s funny, we (Fred Shero and him) had talked 
about my coaching a game or two in the beginning of 
the season, at training camp. But it never happened and 
then he came to me in the morning and asked me if | 
would like to go behind the bench.” 

Quinn jumped at the opportunity and the butterflies 
increased momentarily—but only ntarily—when 
Colorado jumped off to a 1-0 lead. 2s

It did, too. The Flyers won the game, 6-2. 

But for Quinn, it was more than just a game. 

“Sure | was excited,” said Quinn, whose vantage 
point for hockey games was the bench during a 12-year 
playing career that ended last season with the Atlanta 
Flames. 

“All the other times when | have been on the bench 
| have had no control over the personnel, who my line- 
mates are. It’s a lot different.” 

Normally, Quinn sits in the press box watching the 
game and joins the club between periods. Sometimes, 
he offers advice to Shero because of the better perspec- 
tive one gets higher up in the stadium. 

On this Monday, the two switched jobs but Shero 
only came to the locker room between the first and the 
second period.

Flyers Dominate 


“I guess he wanted to hear what | told the boys,” 
said Quinn, who didn’t have to do much yelling. By the 
time the period ended, the Flyers were dominating the 
game and were leading, 2-1. 

Letting others coach the team is nothing new for 
Shero, who occasionally had Mike Nykoluk behind the 
bench before Nykoluk moved this season from assistant 
coach to coordinator of player development. 

“It’s not so much the perspective as it is for the 
good of the coach,” said Shero of his decision to watch 
the game from the press box. “‘You can’t feel the emotion 
up there. You can’t tell when a player is tired. 

“But he’s a coach, too and letting him get behind 
the bench for a game makes him feel he’s contributing 
more. That’s important to the overall effort. He does 
everything the way | would do it. He knows the players 
as well as | do now.” 

Indeed, the styles of the two men seemed identical

as Quinn juggled lines, mixing and matching his players. 

“I did that a little more than | wanted to,’’ said Quinn, 
“but we got hit pretty good by penalties. Freddie gave 
me full range to do what | wanted. He didn’t put any 
restrictions on me at all.” 

Nevertheless, Quinn’s debut had one drawback—a 
personal one. Quinn is not that far removed from his 
playing days and he knows every hockey player wants 
to play as much as possible. 

“| wish we hadn’t had those penalties to kill,’ ex- 
plains Quinn. “I would have liked to give some guys more 
ice time. | was hoping everyone could play a lot.”

Tiger, Tiger Burning Bright 


Just about the last thing Tiger Williams wants to do 
is leave Toronto and the Maple Leafs. Still, that’s got to 
be considered a real possibility just now. The Tiger still 
hasn’t signed a new contract with Leafs and time is 
rapidly running short. 

Technically, Williams is playing the current season 
under the option clause continued in the three-year con- 
tract the Leafs gave him when he became a professional 
in 1974. The normal time for renewal would have been 
the spring or summer of ’77. But he, his agent and vari- 
ous club representatives haven’t been able to, reach 
agreement in months of on and off negotiations and if they 
don’t work something out pretty soon, he’ll become a 
free agent with the right to move anywhere in the Na- 
tional Hockey League. 

“Aw, it’s just business. We’ll hammer it out sooner 
yor later,” is the reassuring word from The Tiger, who 

owns a home in Mississauga and is as f 
the most steadfast Gardens workman. He 
longs at Church and Carlton, but that could 

You must understand there’s no hostility in 
ation, at least not yet. It’s just that Williams ard Ais 
employers have different ideas about how muc 
should be paid and they’re having trouble finding ‘the 
level at which both sides can compromise. The Tige 
isn’t angry at anybody, nor has he any wish to alienate 
his bosses or burn any bridges behind him. On the other 
hand, he owes it to himself, as a pro athlete, to stand 
firm on his own self-estimate. Maybe if his agent were a 
Torontonian, the problem would have been solved by 
now. But since it hasn’t been, The Tiger, who has no 
doubts whatever about his own abilities, is confident the 
Leafs will have to consider him more valuable this spring 
than they did a year ago. In other words, he won’t be 
the one who loses on account of the delay. 

And there’s an obvious fact the Leafs should think 
about. Williams undoubtedly has. The Tiger’s toughness 
and courage are assets many other NHL teams desper- 
ately need. 

Witnessing the growth of Tiger Williams has been 
one of the pleasures to be savored while observing 
the Leafs at close range the past few winters. 

He wasn’t welcomed into the lodge when he first 
came here. He hadn’t made the varsity immediately 
you'll recall. He’d gone to the minors and wasn’t sum- 
moned to the NHL lineup until midterm. Some of the 
veterans who were with the team at that time shunned 
him. They let it be known they felt he was uncouth. He 
might order the wrong kind of wine or sip it through a 

- straw, something like that. He’d tell anybody to go jump 
in the lake (or words to that effect) if he felt like it. On 
ice, he didn’t seem to be much more than a roughneck, 
with little apparent skill. 

Things have changed dramatically since then.

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Long Live the King 


He stands at the gate during practice and the Maple 
Leafs spray ice chips at him. They frown and scowl as 
they skate past him, gesturing with high sticks and butt 
ends. He puts his dukes up, ready to tangle, and then he 
and his tormentors laugh. He is 75 but he is still one of 
the boys. 

If youth truly is wasted on the young, then King 
Clancy should be a wasted man by now. His young years 
passed by long ago, passed in long-forgotten arenas in 
battle with long-forgotten men. They had a night for him 
at Maple Leaf Gardens in 1934, on St. Patrick’s Day of 
course; it was one of those occasions club owners now 
use to thank oldtimers for their services and to tell them 
to get lost. 

King Clancy made the shortest speech of his life that 
night. They slid him out on a sled, costumed as Old King 
Cole, white beard, pipe and all. He was_31, ancient as 
defensemen go. He doffed his robe to 8 eal a green 
uniform with a white shamrock on the beth nd skated 
to the microphone; 11,000 spectators harkeReet, 

“We are lost, the captain cried,’ ClancyCsaid. He 
skated away. The match with the Rangers beg Ye) 

He turned 50 in Pittsburgh, coaching the minor- pi 
Hornets. They beat Syracuse that night in 1953, trounce 
them 8-1. One of the goal scorers for Clancy’s Horn 
that night was young John McLellan. Nineteen years 
later, McLellan, racked by ulcers at the age of 43, was 
forced to abandon his position as coach of the Maple 
Leafs. Clancy, 69, replaced him. 

To most of us who came along in the television age, 
Clancy was the funny little guy who monopolized the in- 
termissions whenever he appeared. The announcer 
would hand him the microphone and go for coffee, con- 
fident that the King would keep the viewers from tuning 
to Perry Mason or the Kraft Music Hall. We laughed at 
him; we never had seen him counsel a troubled young 
player or heard him sing Yessir That's My Baby as he 
skipped toward Customs and Immigration at 3 a.m. 
after a bumpy flight from Boston. 

“The first time | met him was in Saskatoon when | 
was playing junior,” says Lanny McDonald, who now 
wears Clancy’s No. 7 for the Maple Leafs. “My family 
had always listened to the Leafs’ games, so | knew what 
an important man he had been with the team, but meet- 
ing him, | thought, ‘Wow! He has so much life in him.’ ” 

Clancy can be seen at Maple Leaf Gardens when 
Toronto plays, pounding his gnarled fists on the sill of 
the private box behind the North goal. “I see him there 
all the time,” says Frank Finnigan, ‘‘waving and laughing 
—lI tell you, he’s just about the same as when | first 
met him.” 

That was nearly 60 years ago in Ottawa, where the 
two young men were starring in the city’s highly-com- 
petive senior amateur leagues. Clancy preceded the 
younger Finnigan, a right winger, to the Ottawa Senators 
but both were established major leaguers by the time 
Ottawa won the Stanley Cup in 1927. They are the only 
survivors of that championship team. Later, both men 
moved to the Leafs. 

“Yeah, he always had a lot to say, good gibberish, 
lots of fun,” says Finnigan, 74, from the hotel he operates

with his sons in Shawville, Que. ‘We shared a suite at 
the Royal York when | first went to the Leafs, cost us 
$1.11 a day. King had his car up there. He’d have a girl- 
friend and l’d get in the back seat and we’d drive the 
girl home, then we’d go out and have some fun. 

“Mind you, we didn’t do anything wild in those days. 
Living in a hotel, you never knew who would be sitting 
in the lobby to say ‘Hmm, there’s Clancy and Finnigan 
and it’s 5 a.m.’ Conn Smythe always reminded us that 
there was a train waiting to take us to the minors. 

“We had quite a set-up,” Finnigan says. ‘‘We certainly 
had a good time. We never talked about our future, what 
would happen to us after we finished playing. He went 
into refereeing, of course, then they talked him into 
coaching—no, he never talked about staying in hockey 
this long.” 

Darryl Sittler, star center of the Maple Leafs, knows 
what Clancy wants these days. ‘“‘He just wants us to win 
so badly,” Sittler says. More than 40 years after hockey 
waved its King a fond salute, he still is able to delight 
in the sport he helped to build. At 75, he is not lost.
